VENTION OF THE ILLINOIS AS- 
SOCIATION OF THE DEAF, AT CHI- 
CAGO, AUGUST 30TH AND 3 1 ST, 
I9I8. 



Notwithstanding all unfavorable 
conditions, the Illinois Association of 
the Deaf held its eleventh triennial 
convention in Chicago, on August 
30th and 31st, and September 2nd. 
This convention was to be held last 
year, but circumstances made its 
postjionenient until now necessary. 
This postponement would have been 
extended further were it not for the 
laws of the Association which do not 
allow such postponement to exceed 
one year. However, the convention 
was a success, despite the fact that 
it was forced to be held untimely. 

It was unfortunate that neither 
the President nor the Vice-T 
dents of the Association were able 
to be present at the convention. 
Mr. F. A. Johnson, the Asso- 
ciation's Secretary, presided 
throughout the convention, and the 
Rev. Dr. P. J. Hasenstab acted as 
secretary in his place. Much credit 
for the success of the convention is 
due to these two gentlemen. 

The Association cordially receiv- 
ed its members and visitors at the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, down- 
town, on the evening of August 30th. 
Following this reception, the open- 
ing session of the convention was 
begun with Mrs. W. Barrows sing- 
ing the Star. Spangled Banner in the 
sign language. The Rev. Dr. J. II. 
Cloud then made an invocation, after 
which an address of welcome was 
delivered by Dr. G. T. Dougherty. 
Mr. A. Rodenberger made the re- 
sponse. A report of the Committee 
on Revisions was then given. This 
report was on the affiliation of the 
Association with the National As 
sociatton of the Deaf. After an- 
nouncements and appointment of 
committees had been made, the rest 
of the evening was devoted to im- 
promptu addresses. 

Dr. Cloud was given the platform, 
and he first alluded to Bishop Phillips 
Brooks' reply to a young minister's 
query, stating that first thing he (the 
bishop) was to do Upon taking a 
charge already financially em- 
harassed would be to call for offerings 
for foreign missions. Therefore Dr. 
Cloud was calling upon the members 
to help outside* movements affecting 
deaf, for by doing so they would be 
helping themselves and thus taking 
greater interest in their local work. 
He then appealed for recruits to the 
National Association, and em- 
phatically held that the said associa- 
tion h;td practically been alone in 
opposing oral ism's radical movement. 
We should, he furthei said, live and 

work foroti nd the National 

Association should some day k< 
salaried secretary. 

Mr. D. W. George then sang the 
French national hymn, the Mm 
laise, after which the adjournment 
of the session followed. 

The next day, Saturday, August 
31st, the morning session was 
at All Angels' Mission for the 1 
6122 Indiana Ave. Tin □ was 

opened with the singing of the Mar- 
seillaise by Mr. (. who also 
explained the origin of the song. 
Mrs. Kingon then followed with 
the Star Spangled Banner. The 
Rev. Mr. George Flick read an in- 
vocation, and after the minub 
the previous meeting were read, he 
also read President K. 1\ Cleary's 
address to the convention 

In his address Mr. Cleary said in 
part : 

"Indies and Genthnicn of the 
Illinois Association of the Deaf: — 
I regret very much my inability to 
be with you in person to day. 
Circumstances, hovewer, have made 
this impossible. There are many 
other meml>ers who would have come 
but for the unusual conditions pre 
vailing. 

M A perusal of the reports of tin- 
Treasurer of the Association and the 
treasurer of the fund to establish a 
home for our aged and infirm deaf 
for the period from 1915 to 
shows progress of the Association to 
have been quite satisfactory consider- 
ing the unfavorable times. 

14 Several efforts have been made 



to establish the Home, but the right 
place is yet to be found. The Board 
are agreed that certain essential 
qualifications must exist in the place 
when it is established, and that the 
site chosen now shall remain a per- 
manent one. Any beginning which 
does not provide for future contin- 
gencies is not to be considered. 
Therefore we beg you to be patient, 
remembering that the money collect- 
ed is well invested in the best bonds 
and that the' fact that our country is 
at war has halted many other pro- 
jects just as important as ours. 

" Since our last meeting we have 
had two most generous donations, 
both memo rialfl to departed friends 
of the Association. The first gift of 
one thousand dollars was from Robert 
and Elizabeth Ginn in memory of 
their sister, Miss Mary Ginn, and 
the second of five hundred dollars 
from Mr. Milton Hart and Mrs. Levi 
in memory of their brother, Harry 
Hart, well known to most of the 
Chicago deaf. 

"Too much praise cannot be 
given the Committee on Legislation 
for the work they have done 
They almost succeeded in having 
enacted into law a bill for the crea- 
tion of a division of the* State Bin 
of Labor for the Deaf. I hope the 
Association will make another at 
tempt when times are more pro 
pit ions. In states where there are 
such bureaus much valuable aid has 
□ rendered to the deaf. 

11 Among the worth while bills 
d by the Legislature and sii: 
by the Governor was one making the 
attendance of deaf children of school 
age at some school mandatory. I 
hope every members of the Associa 
tiofl will see that the law is enfoi 
You all know how much your edu- 
'ii has helped you. All that 
you are now you owe to your edu 
cation. A good many children are 
kept at home and allowed to grow 
up in Ignorance* 

11 I wish to call your attention to 
an unfortunate situation in regard to 
the State School for the Deaf. In 
our state there has always seemed to 
lOt&e confusion in the public 
mind as to the status of the B 
schools for the deaf and the blind. 
In all othei s we can 

find these schools have been ell 
fied with the educational forces of 
the state. In Illinois they are now 
ified with the penal, reform. 1 
tory, and) charitable institutions. 
Our Association should set to work 
to have this m -rrected, and 

should continue to demand that the 
institution of tk ud the blind 

shall form part of the school s\stem 
of the state. It is the right of every 
child in the state to be educated, 

even though it may Involve additional 

use. He should not tx 

ed of his right ' be is deaf or 

blind. The deaf and the blind 
should be taught not as pan; 
but with privil which all 

children are entitled*

affiliate with the National Association 
an application for such recognition. 

Thereupon Dr. Cloud ascended the 
platform and iu a happy vein accept- 
ed officially the Association's ap- 
plication for affiliation .with the 
National Association. The Illinois 
Association then honored him by 
making him its honorary member. 

The morning session adjourned at 
12:50 p.m., and the afternoon ses- 
sion began at 2:00 p.m. Dinner was 
served to the members and visitors 
of the Association by the Mission. 

At the opening of the afternoon 
session, Mr. 1) W. George sang the 
Battle Hymn of the Republic, which 
followed by an invocation by the 
Rev. Mr. Rutherford. Dr. Hasen- 
stab then made the following report 
of the Committee on Legislation: 

41 A bill was introduced in the 
Ue of the General Assembly of 
Illinois looking for the creation of 
a bureau of labor for the deaf. Mr. 
Rodcnberger's hearing brother, 
connected in some official capacity 
with the Senate, was largely instru- 
mental in watching its course in the 
Senate, and also securing a hearing 
before the Committee on Appropria- 
tions at which I spoke through my 
daughter Grace, and Dr. Cloud ad- 
sed the committee orally and 
Mr. Rodenberger's brother present- 
ed some arguments and statistics on 
the subject. To all appearance the 
Committee was impressed with need 
of such a bureau, and they directed 
that the bill be changed to two 
rate bills, one seeking the crea- 
tion of a bureau and the other an 
appropriation therefor. Eventually, 

the bill passed the Senate, but 

company with other good bills failed 
of passage in the House when the 
Assembly adjourned sine 
die." 

This report was followed by Dr. 
Cloud's address:" Status of the State 
School/' In this address he made 
strong criticism and presented strong 
arguments against the treatment and 
sification of the State School. 
His subject was similar to that part 
of Mr. Cleary's address regarding the 
classification of the State Schools. 

After Dr. Cloud had made his 
address, the proceedings were stop- 
ped for a while; and the members 
went out 011 the lawn and had mov- 
ing pictures taken of them singing 
the Star Spangled Banner. After 
this recess the session was again re- 
sumed. 

The following was the report 
made by the Home fund treasurer, 
Mr. Cleary, to be read to the As- 
sociation.

The following are the resolut 
made and passed by the Association. 



Whkreas, The Schools for the Deaf and 
the Blind have, under the policy of the 
State, been classified with the correctional 
curative, reformatory, and penal institu- 
tions of the State, and in consequence wrong 
impression will continue lowering the status 
of the deaf. 

Whkrkas, Upon proper information ob- 
tained as to to the true standing the public 
would give the deaf better chauce of ad- 
vancement. 

Resolved, That the Association shall make 
special and strong effort to have the Schools 
transferred from the Department of Public 
Welfare to that of Educational institutions. 

Whereas, It was ascertained some years 
ago that there were several hundreds of 
deaf children of school age enrolled in the 
School for the Deaf, most of whom have 
not since then been given any education or 
rather but a little, much to their own dis- 
advantage. 

Resolved, That the existing compulsory 
education law which covers deaf children 
as well be put to greater activity by proper 
authorities upon such children as are being 
held or kept at home. 

Whereas, The oral method of instruc- 
tion for the deaf is still unable to benefit 
every child, and eventually many children 
have been set aside as unfit for school pur- 
pose; and, 

Whereas, all such children can and 
will in due time gain more or less of an ac- 
ceptable education under other methods 
employed under the name of Com- 
bined System of Instruction; be it, 

Resolved \ That with full justice to such 
children and in true return for public and 
private funds intrusted especially toward 
their special instruction, each deaf child 
shall be given full and thorough education 
under whatever method will secure best 
possible results. 

Whereas, The deaf-mute sign language 
still holds its own place in the work of 
education among the deaf children and 
pure oralism has been inistently underesti- 
mating and even ignoring it; and, 

Whereas, The sign language still holds 
a prominent place in further eaucatiou and 
social enjoyment, as in social gatherings 
and at lectures and church services, of the 
deaf; be it, 

Resolved, That, in the Association's judg- 
ment, the sign language shall be held and 
preserved in all its beauty and strength 
against any and all unwarranted insinua- 
tions, and also against all and less elegant 
expressions; and be it, therefore, 

Resolved, That proper school authorities, 
be it urgently desired, shall insist on and 
require, among his or her qualifications, a 
practical knowledge and use of the sign 
language on the part of each teacher em- 
ploy ed in schools for deaf children and 
on that of applicant for a teacher's 
place in such school. 

Resolved, That the Association shall 
seek the creation by the General Assembly 
of a Bureau of Labor for the Deaf. 

Resolved, That better facilities be in- 
stalled at the School for the Deaf toward 
securing deaf children such a better and 
more practical industrial training as will 
eventually insure them ample opportunity 
nmediate and permanent employment 
upon their graduation. 

Resolved, That the Impostor Law be 
invoked promptly on each occasion. 

>/;r</\ That the Association tender 
its sympathy to Mr. C. 1\ Gillett on the 
occasion of his impaired health and neces- 
sary leave of absence, and assure him of its 
ere hope that good health and strength 
will be restored to tiim as to enable him to 
return to his duties at the school with great- 
er vigor.

REPORT TO THW CONTRARY THOUGHT 
TO BE PART OF HUN PROPAGANDA. 

The War Department has disposed 
of another general public uuh 
apprehension by issuing a statement 
to the effect that deaf mutes will not 
be accepted for service in aviation. 
Hundreds of young men have been 
encouraged to seek enlistment as 
fliers by the erroneous report, which 
appears to have been deliberately 
circulated, that since deaf-mutes 
possess little, if any, sensitivity of 
the inner ear Uioy would be little 
subject to dizziness, and therefore 
would make good aviators The 
Government has been conducting 
two separate investigations at 
once — one to discover the source of 
the misleading information and the 
other to " make special tests of the 
accuracy of deaf mutes in sensing 
motion." 

The bearing of the sensitivity of 
the middle oar upon the sense of 
equilibrium and direction was fully 
shown irr these tests. A number 
of normal men and deaf mutes, 
blindfolded » were taken successively 
by tho same pilot irr the same ma- 
chine over the sarrre course Above 
a Government aviation grounds. 
They were told that after reaching 
a certain level the avia'or would 
execute a number of evolutions and 
were requested to record the direr 
tions taken, The PAMCUgerC with 
normal Interna] ears made correct 

notations; the deaf mutes failed to 
note changes even of as much as 
ninety degrees. The latter admitted 
that they were entirely in the dark 
as to their positions, and one said 
that, he had been " virtually lost in 
space. " They could not differen- 
tiate between the deepest right or 
tho deepest left banks, nor notice 
the difference between climbing 
or diving in a practically vertical 
position. Some of the pas.sengors 
with normal ears reported changes 
in direction as slight as 5 per coot. 

The official statement is made by 
the War Department that " it would 
be ridiculous for deaf-mutes to at 
tempt to fly," The turning chair 
tests further imposed upon candi- 
dates for the flying service have 
shown that one possessing a normal 
oar mechanism has good detection 
of movement in the air, and that 
those who fail to pass the test have 
a poor aonse of direction and equi- 
librium 

The report which led to the in- 
vestigations referred to are interest- 
ing illustrations of the lengtht to 
which enemy propagandists will go. 
Government officials are convinced 
that the story which raised the hope 
of some hundreds of deaf-mutes for- 
tius branch of patriotic service was 
of German origin. The military 
purpose served by this particular 
form of mischief was remote. It 
COIlld orrly result in causing in- 
cidental confusion in the minds of 
those who wore socking places in 
Which to bi useful, or In adding 
slightly to the work of recruiting 
(dlieers. It, will strike the average 
man Af a piece of inefVably silly 
business. But the German pro- 
pagandists are not always sensible, 
as they have shown iu many other 
ways. — Oregontan.
